Cesar Rodney, 
one of Delaware’s delegates, in order to 
have his vote recorded, rode in the saddle 
from a point elghty miles from Philadel- 
phia all night, and ‘reached the floor just 
in time on July 4 to cast Delaware's vote 
in favor of independence. On that day,
